OHANTS' PREMISES IN ~ i 
SHANGHAL 


The N.-0. Daity News of 10th inst, 
aaya:Yesterdsy morning oonsiderable 
excitemenit waa caused oO: 
"seinure of the O.MES.N, Oo,'a premiaes y 
order of Messrs J. Forbi B. 8, 
Wilkinson. These gentleman are at present 
the owners of the: property, fur which the 
iste ficmy of Ritese!] & Or. wore agents ;

was notreting for the tristees of Bussull 
and Co,’sestato forereditora, but asa tristes 
for the Héwqua family of Canton, Tt is 
understond that the China Merchante’ Co., 
having heen henvy lusere by tha bank. 
roptoy of Russoll & Co , and believing vhat 
the offices and godowns belong to that frm, 
considerud they could obtain a set-off by 
dyelining to pay ront, In spitu of notices 
frum the owners, the Cilinese company 
j-persiated in this course till the rent due 
nniounted toas much as Tis. 2.000, To 
onnseqtouce of this Mr Wilkineon ordorad 
Mr J. Bollard to take possession, This 
ho did yesterday morning, with tho os- 
simance of some foreigners hired for the 
oceasiou, Mr Chun Fai-tiny, Assietnat 
Manager, opplied to the Police to oxpel 
the mot in charge, but as this request 
quuld not be complied with, ho assembled 
a number of coolies, clerks, ete, and after 
tenring down a notice posted on the dvors 
by the ‘mao in possession,’ re-entered 
the building ond ccoupied it withont 
resistance. rc Mowat, HLB.M. Acting 
Consul-General, and the Chairman of the 
Council, with Captain MeEven and Police 
were on tho scene, while body of sailors 
from. H.M.8. Carolia wore drawn up on 
the Foochow Road pontoon ready to pra- 
sorve order if necessary. The whole affair 
lasted about-hoif an hour ; then tho crowd 
dispersed snd thiogs asaumed their normal 
condition. Subss.uontly the China Mer- 
chante’ Oo. agreed to hand over the 
ammount in dispute, so that the incident 
may be considered closed. Ot course, all 
kinds of stories got abro-d. One was that 
the O.M.S.N. Co. waa bankrupt, and 
another, that the Customs had seized the 
company’s premises owing to the recent 
smuggling ot arms case, Wo should hope 
the China Merchanta’ Oo. will havo to 
axplain by what right they marched LOO or 
200 soolies down the bund from Kin- 
leeyuen, a highhanded sot that might 
easily have causod o riot.

THE INCIPIENT REBELLION 
IN CHINA. 
THE ARREST OF A FOREIGNER. 
SEIZUR@ OF ARMS. 


The following intercating details, which 
throw « great deal of new light on the 
troublea in the North, ure token from tho 
NL Daily News :-— 

Shanghai, L6th September. 

Mr Drummond’s. letters told us os a cor- 
tain fact that the outrages against for 
eigners in the Yangtze valley were tho 
precursors of another rebsilion, which 
wag fo break out ag soon as the Chinese 
government was invelved—through the 
outrageb—with foreign Powers. Qur cor. 
respondents at the river ports have 
mentioned from time to time thut the 
imminence of a rebellion is openly tulked 
of among the people, and the atrength of the 
Kolav Hui, and its wide diffusion, are 
openly recognised up and down the river. 
Tho offigiala, a@ ia duty bound, make ve- 
homent protestations of their determina- 


Kolao Hui they can find, and give them 
short shrift; bat the results of their acti- 
tity in this direction are about ss meagre 
as tho results uf the determination to 
permit ho more outrages on forvigners. 

wery city inthe Yaugtzo valley is full, 
we are informed, of Kolao Hui men, who 
are well known and many of whom could 
be arrested at uncy, if the officials dared to 
interfere with them. When thoy de try 
to mako au arrest, the priaoners are given 
plenty of time to go away if they want to ; 
and if one man stays to bo arrested, av 
little fear has he of being punished, that 
‘he appeara aa easy and unconcerned as if 
he were free and innocent.’ . . 

That the outbreak of a rebellion has 
boeri planned to take placa at no great 
distance of time is confirmed by facts that 
havo onme to light in the last two or three 
days, Wo mentioned yesterday that a large 
avizbre of arms and ammunition had been 


made on board tho steamer Chiywen, they | 


naving been ao carelossly shipped in Hong- 
kong, that the Customs here had advices 
by wire from thrua scparate quarters that 
they ware coming, the -casas themselves 
being chipped as ‘ateel’ In connection 
with this shipment, as we learn, « Mr 
Mason, an assistant in the QOustoms io 
inkiong on shor leave, came up from 
Hongkong, and posted on immediately to 
Chinkiang, with a parcel of dynami:o, 
which it was intended to send up in the 
Kwanglee, but which Mr Mason appears to 
have brought with him in the Chiywen, Tt 
was also intended that six. forvigoera, who 
it is contidently stated were engaged by 
the agents uf the Kolao Hui, should no- 
company Mr Masun, but it appexrs that 
for dome reason it was thought more 
advisable that they should come up 
{ns Gorman ateamor ; and we are informed 
that theas six men are now in Shanghai, 
The story is—but this part of it isso im- 
probable that we give it with all reserve— 
that these men were engaged to go to 
Peking and blow up the Imporial Palaoo, 
which was to he the signal for the outbreak 
of the rebellion; ao almost impossible 
scheme unless the Kulno Hui hus a large 
number of adherente in the Palace itsolf. 
‘We publish the story because, if it hus any 
foundation, the publication of it should 
enable such. meaaures.:to be taken:ee will 
ronder any such attempt impossible. Mr 
Mason having got to Chios iang, was taken 
cara of by H. 01.8.

bury’s telegram te Sir John Walshum of 
duly 17th, quoted in these columns on 
Monday, will have worse resulte than if the 
Ministers had at once accepted the Toungli 
Yamén's assurances and such reparation in 
the shape of punishtents and. indemnities

—it was simply a voluntary explanation of 
my conduct, Ofcourse the Taotai was vury 
anxious te got information on behalf of the 
Chinese Government, but be used no 
threats. fe particularly wanted to know 
the aames of nuy whom I knew to be 
implicated, but although I had seen a list 
including tho:e of auveral foreigners, Lhad, 
and have, no intention of disclosing them, 
however unpleasant I may find the con- 
sequences of « refusal. ‘He was much an- 
noyed at that, I have, however, made a 
written statement for the Commissioners 
bonefit which I shall hand in to-day. He 
may rofuse to receive it, of eyurse, in which 
caaa, unless Tam prosecuted, and so given 


a chanca of vindicatiog myaolf, I stall sim- 


ply sond it to the papera for publication, 
Bat I shail not do so until I know whether 
Lam diswissed froin the Customs or not, as 
Ishall ina fow dupa, I really don’t know 
very much abvat, thy Kolao Hui; I think 
tho newspapers know about eo much. OF 
ovuree this ia all rubbish about my being a 
membor of it. I have said all along that 
my, defence hus nothing..to, do with any

opportunity of doing so it is obviously im 
possible tu make it public, All I wok at 
presout is that my euse shall not be pre- 
jrdyed, and that the public will disabuse 
their minds of any idea that I ama 
terrible leader of the Kolao Hui, I 
certainly am of opinion that the society 
contemplated getting hold of ine on my 
way down, if it had b.en feasible, but it 
would have hoan more witha view to puttirg 
me out of the way of giving any informa- 
tion 1 might havo, than of reacuing me from 
thy authorities, and T should have been the 
first to resist. I gut a letter from the 
socioly since my arrival here, threatening 
me with death, and I really feared an attack 
at firet, bivcanse I don’t think the warnings 
of sush a body ere to be iganred.

asked I do not anticipate further danger. 
Teonsider it my duty to wait here for o 
fow daya, at any rate, togive thuma chance 
to prosecute me, though F cunld gat «way 
any day if I wanted to escspe.

THE AIM OF TH REBELS, 

Mr ©. W. Mua on writoa ag follows to the 

N.-C. tatly News :—

Tho following particulars may interest 
your readers, They are axtracted from a 
memorandum I am making for my amuse- 
ment of certaif experisacea and information 
met with by me since I began to investigate 
the Secrot Society question. 


MY MOTIVES. : 

1 had no intention of conspiring against 
the Chinese Government or of taking 
service with the Secret Society, TF made 
enquiries of all Chinese I met, with 9 view 
to newepaper letters. Finally I thought 
I conld with a certain amount of -tisk, got 
aifliciently into their councils to obtain 
information “which might be of serious 
valus to foreigaora, ‘Thia, J maintuin, was 
my sole object: in overy aubterfuze ‘and 
criminal act in which I may appear--such 
information could vot berbtained ima leas 
dosperate and risky manner.

ed (in the same way as I emphatically 
refuse to mention or ‘ideutify an: \- 
dividuals that I may have bean told in 
gossip have some connection with the 
muvemont), yet to free myself from im- 
putation of disloyalty to’ my Service, I 
point out thut's genuine onnspirat r of the 
tneapest capacity would have taken more 
preauutions to oonocal -himnelf.
